SHORTAGE OF FOOD. 


Boer Artillery Fire la Increasing in 
Volume and DeitrMtloa—It Is 
Believed Boers Are Prepar­ 
ing for Final Attack. 


M ayville, Dec. ft.—Dick Colem an,the 
negro who murdered Mrs Jam es Lash- 
brook, who had given him a home and 
board, was taken from officer* by a 
mob of 1000 men and burned to a stake. 
Tile mob was led by the husband of 
the negro’s victim. 
He dragged the 
shrieking criminal through the prin­ 
cipal streets of the town, bound him to 
a small tree and set fire to the brush j 
about him and stood guard there until 
he wan dead. 
This is the first time anything of this 
kind has ever happened in tins city and 
excitem ent is intense. 
All was done 
th at was possible by the sheriff and bis 
guards to prevent the lynching, but in 
the face of such a mob of people irre ­ 
spective of color, it was useless to a t­ 
tem pt to do anything to save him. 
The voice of the negro could be beard 
above the cries of the mob pleading for 
his life, but the mob only heard the cries 
of Mrs. Lashbrook. 
The mob carried j 
Coleman to a small hollow near the rail- j 
road track where they bound him tig h t-1 
ly to a sapling. 
Then they heaped a 
huge pile of brushwood and tim ber 
around him and fired the stack, while | 
his eyes rolled horribly. 
Some one cut | 
out his eyes and his head rolled around * 
and he was believed to be dead. 
The scene was an aw ful one. Around i 
the funeral pyre were hundreds of m ad­ 
dened people, headed by the husband of ; 
the dead women. A dozen torches were J 
applied simultaneously. 
Before the roasting began Coleman [ 
was almost dead 
The rope had torn j 
and lacerated his neck, and bls face was 
terribly beaten up

Dispatches relate th a t the Boers have 
discovered the most vulnerable points 
of the garrison and the shelling is be­ 
coming disagreeably effective. 
Rations 
have been reduced and there is a great 
deal of sickness. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
troops of the garrison are in every way 
preparing to meet the assault which is 
anticipated the Boers will carry out in 
the final effort to reduce the city. 
The belief is current in Ladysm ith 
th a t the Boers are preparing for a retro­ 
gade movement after another attack. 
Several bodies of burghers are reported 
to have been seen on Nov. 28 moving in 
the direction of Drakensburg range, 
while on Nov. 2k detachm ents were ob­ 
served journeying northw ard w ith w ag­ 
ons.

Mr. Huberts Spoke for an Hour and 
His Plea Found Sympathizers 
iii the Gallery—Proceedings 
of the Senate. 


Washington. Dec. ft. - After an inter­ 
esting debate of threa hours, the house 
yesterday by a vote of 302 to 80, adopted 
the resolution offered by Mr. Taylor of 
Ohio for the appointment of a special 
committee to investigate the charges 
against Brigham II. Roberta, the Mor­ 
mon representative elect from Utah. 
Previously the house had 
rejected a 
substitute resolution offered 
by Mr. 
Richardson, the leader of the minority, 
to allow Mr. Roberts to be sworn in and 
to send the whole question to the judi­ 
ciary committee. 
The substitute resolution by no means 
commanded the full Democratic vote. 
Only 57 members voted for it. 
Of the 
80 who voted against the Taylor resolu­ 
tion, all were Democrats but two, Mr. 
Loud, Republican of California, and Mr 
Newland*, Silverite of Nevada. 
By the terms of the resolution Mr. 
Mr. Roberts is not only excluded from 
all participation in the proceedings of 
the house until the committee reports 
and the home passes upon his case, bat 
he is denied a seat in the hall. 
W heth­ 
er this will be interpreted to deny him 
admission within the chamber pending 
the disposition of his case is yet to be 
decided. 
The most remarkable feature of the 
debate was the fact that Mr. Roberta' 
presentation of his own side of the case. 
which lasted almost an hour, became so 
absorbing that ha won tho sympathy of 
many of those in tho galleries and was 
several times showered with applause. 
It was evident that he realized that the 
house was overwhelmingly against him 
and at times he spoke fiercely and de­ 
fiantly.
